I happened to be lo o king when 
they pulled up that ancho r to which 
they had held so carefully. It was a 
bitter disappo intment. 
1 kno w o ne 
navy o fficer who was called Thursday 
no o n when they started their 
hunt 
and he never came ho me until Sunday 
afterno o n when he was let o ff fo r o ne 
ho ur's sleep. So me o f them literally 
wo rked two and a half and three days 
witho ut sleep. 
They then realized 
there was no ho pe o f life. 
We are all filled with asto nishment 
at the feat o f J ack 
Agraz, a sailo r 
who o ne day dro pped 205 feet in the 
water in six minutes. Of co urse 
he 
was almo st crushed and had to 
be 
wo rked upo n fo r, excepting a helmet, I 
his bo dy was no t pro tected fro m the 
tremendo us pressure. 
A day o r two 
later he made the seco nd dive o f 215 
feet, wearing o nly a helmet, but he 
to o k an ho ur fo r the descent.

thinks he co uld go 250 feet. 
Thenk 
fo rtune o nly a few o f the men in the 
submarine were married.
